But 
from the tyme of Appius Claudius they haue had ſo 
muche water bzought by conduites vpon arches,thzough 
the mountapnes, and ſome vnder grounde, that no citee 
of all the wozlde coulde be better (ſerued, And the 
maner was this. Whan they had taken a ſpꝛrug, aud 
had bꝛought the water of it to the titee than was there 
a plate made to receiue it,cloſed about with walles like 
a caſtell : from the whiche, pipes were lated to ſerue al⸗ 
well the common people in the open ltretes, as alſo the 
nobilitie, and ſuche as were hable to haue water in their 
. owne houſes . And ſo (as Strabo waiteth,) it ſemed that 
rivers ranne haboundauntly thzough the citee, and als 
molt euery houſe had chanelles and conduites with ce⸗ 
ſternes to pꝛeſerue the water. Foz Marcus Agrippa 
in one pere cauſed , 700. pondes.

Aſtronomie, and ſpecially the bourcs of the daie: as by 
diuers caractes and figures that are yet ſecne in ſome of 
theim, it doocth euidentlp appeare.

that was ozdepned ouer the feaſtes of the ſolemne ſacriz 
fices. And wheras Liuie wziteth, that Remus was 
buried in the bill Auemine, wherof it was named Res 
muria, it is manifeſt,that this Pyramides was not his 
ſcpulchze, fo it Nandeth in the plapne, and in the verie 
wall of the citee, betwene the gate of San Paolo, aud the 
vill Teſtacchio. The facionof it is like vnto a pointed 
dyamante, and is made of ſquare ſtone, ſo great at the 
footc, that aſcendpng vntfozmcly to the top, it is higher 
than any towze of the wall. | 
(In the high wales wibout the citee ſpecially Flami-

Oꝛ that of Iupiter in Cam- 
po Martio, commonly called Pompeianus But aboue 
all that euer were the Coloſſe at Rodes erceded. Foz 

it was. 70. tubites high, aud ſo pꝛopoꝛcionate to that 
hetghte, that liyng on the earthe (after it was taken 
dowue by an earthquake) fewe men coulde embzace one 
of the fingers and many of the bolowe places in the 
tointes, ſeemed valets oꝛ deepe bottomes: ſo that it is 
w2itten the Saraſines after thei had gotten Rodes, las 


ded uboue. 90. Camelles with the bꝛaſſe that they ptked 


out ot that Coloſſe. 

C Nero cauſed one to be made at. 120. foote bygh to his 
owne ukeneſkc, and ſette it in the poꝛche ok his golden

C Finally I can find no moze of tdete Coloſsi wholeat 

this date but one head, one hand, and a foote,that lie be 

foze the doꝛes of the Conſeruatori in the Capitol, 

C Itis true that in many — 6 Rome are ſeene won⸗ 
ould ſeeme to haue been 


membzcs of thoſe Coloſsi; : buy thei are in maner cleant 

defaced. 

 CLikewyſeof the excellent images, bothe of baſe and 

marble, aſwell of men as of hoꝛſe, many peeces pet re- 

meigue : though ſcarcely wore the name of good i⸗ 
mages, 
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mages, as they appearenow. 
C Fuluius wꝛiteth / that there were in Kome. 24. hoꝛſes 
of bꝛaſſe nite and. 114. of Juoꝛie, beſydes a numbꝛe of 
mens images on hozſbacke and on foote of marble and 
other mattier. But ok all theſe there are nowe none 
to be ſeenc, ſauyng one ot bzalle on hoꝛſebacke at Saint 
Iohn Lateranes, whiche ſome aſcribe vnto Marcus Aure⸗ 
lius E. ntoninꝰ, ſome to Lucius Verus, and fometo Seues 
rus: and an other there is in the Capitoll called, I gran

(In deede there be diuers bodyes without heades, 
thinke becauſe ſome ſtraungers delityng in thoſe anti⸗ 
quitees , haue bꝛoken of the heades to carie them awate. 
C Amongeſt all other Conſtantius, ſonne of Conſtan- 
tine, beyng come out of Greece to fee Nome: and arri- 
upug in the ftrete called Forum Traiani, teſted all a- 
maſed to beholde the wonderfull beautie therotk: and 
deſpapꝛyng with hym ſelte to be hable to bꝛinge to palle 
any of thoſe thynges that were befo2e his eies, ſaiced, he 
woulde fee,whether he could make ſuche an otherhozſe

F the common repoꝛte be true, this hill is one ot 
the notableſt thinges amongeſt the antiquitees ot 
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TUE DESCRIPETO N 
Nome: becauſe (as they tate) the Komaines 02deined; 


that all tributes, whtche were bzought yerely to Rome, 


Houtde be lated in pottes made of the earth of the coun- 
treys from whens tt came, whiche pottes after the mo⸗ 
ney waspated, ſhuld be d2ought to the place where this 
bill lieth, there to be bzoken and remaigne on an beape 
£02 a perpetuall memozte of the Komaine emppꝛe. And 
beyng well conſidered, it ſhall appeate, that there can 
be no deuiſe lyke vnto this, to haue a thyng endure fot c- 
uer . Foz if the hill had been made of any matter woꝛth 
the cariyng awaie, it chould haue been ſpopled longe er 


this time: but becauſe there ts nothyng to be gotten, ſa⸗ 


uyng potſhardes, therfoze it temaigneth whole as none 
other anttquitee dooeth . And although learned men 
allow not this vulgare opinion, thinkin git hatt growen 
rather of the bꝛoken pottes, that haue been thzowen out 


of the. vii.colledgeof potters, founded by Numa Poms 


pilius, pet behoidyng aduiſediy the place, whercon it 
ſtandetb, beyng the tayꝛeſt platne within the walles ot 


Nome, me ſeemeth it balte incredible, that the Nomatus 
would ſuffre ſo tayꝛe a ground to be occupied with pot⸗ 
Hardes: vnleſſe there were ſome further purpoſe in it, 
than J can imagine. Foꝛ the hill is little lacke ot halte

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Chiiftes Apoſtles, after that he had ſuffictentl(e rs 
med the churche in Aſia , and conkuted the errour of thoſe 
Chꝛiſtians that allowed circumſicion, came to gome the 
ſeconde pere of Claudius Empire, and there was recei⸗ 
ued ok the congregacion as biſhop. Inu whiche office 
he miniſired. 25. eres / and at laſt was crucified with the 
Heade downewardes the ſame date that Paule the apoz 
ſtle was beheaded, the laſte pere of Neros reigne . and the 
37. pere after Chꝛiſtes death. 
CLontrariwyſe manic learned meu at theſe daies are ot 
opinion, that Peter neuer came in Rome, groundyng 
them ſel es vpon diuers reaſons,as this. It Peter had 
commeu thither it coulde not haue been vawztten in the 
bolie ſcriptures, either by Luke iu the actes of the apo⸗ 
ſtelles, 02 elles by Paule in ſome of his ae O 
it Peter were of that age that it ſhoulde ſeme he was at 
Cbꝛiſtz death, and aftcr toutinued in antioche and other 
places ſo manie peres as is to be pꝛoued, it ſemeth im⸗ 
poſTy vie be ſhoulde come to Nome aud there liue. 25, yes 
res. Wherkoze they late, the ambiciouſe biſhops of 
Nome, to couer they2 vſurped auctozltee, vaue feygucd 
this compug of Peter thither. 
¶ But this is clere, that from Peter to Silueſter they 
reckeu. 33. biſhops: whiche koꝛ the moſte parte were pero 
ſecuted, and many of theym martpꝛed by the emperours 
olkicers. So that tt maner they al wales kept theim 
keltes out of ſight, pꝛeachpug and miniſtryng ſeeretlie 
without pompe aſtate 02 ſolemne ceremonte. But from 
the tyme of Silueſter hitberwardes, as they grewe in 
wealthe,lo eucreaſed theyꝛ woꝛldely mateſtee and ambi⸗ 
clon, as hereafter moze plainelp appeareth. |

the emperour Conſtantine the fyzſt was of, towardes 
Chꝛiſtian religion, came to Rome; andſo diſcretely be- 
haued him ſelfe that the emperout was conuerted to the 
right faieth, and baptiſed. = 


Come wolte, that the occaſion therok pꝛoteded of a 
ny2acle doen on Conſtantine, inrecoucryng his health 
from the leapzie. But Platina thynketh that to be a 


Fable, aud in maner pzoueth it; thynkyng rather it 
pꝛoceded of the ligne ot the croſle, that Conſtamine did 
ſce inthe firmament, vnder whiche he was p2omyſed 
victoꝛie, and ſo caripng a redde ctolle in his ſtandarde 


bekoꝛe hym, he ouercame his enemie Maxentius, where 


vpon be gaue eare to Silueſters pꝛeachyug, aud was con⸗ 
uerted . But what ſo euer the occaſion was it is agreed, 
that Silueſter baptiſed Lonſtantinezwho being chziſtened, 
turned many of the gentiles temples to Lhziſtian chur- 
ches: cudupng theim with oznamentes and poſſeſſions, 


CNot longe after, leauyng Rome to Silveſter and his 
ſucceſlours, as the clergie ſate, Conſtantine wente to 
dwell at Bizantium, whiche he had than newly reedifi⸗ 
ed, callyng it Conſtantinople after his owue nam. 
Ho that from ne the Lhziftian faieth began to 
tiouriche 
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flourthe vuer all the woꝛlde: and therfoze moſt part of 


all Chꝛiſtian churches ſent to the biſhops of Nome to 
lecatne of them the cerimouies and oꝛdꝛes neceſſary to be 


vſcd in the churche, by reaſon wherof the emperours 


' beyng reſidente eltwbere, the gomayne biſhops grewe 


in ſuch reputacion, that at lengthe they became empe⸗ 
rours thepm lclfes. 


¶ And there is an auuctent wꝛityng in the Vaticane li- 


brarie, talled the Donacionof Conſtantine, whiche is fo 


vehement liberall, that it ſhoulde ſeeme the emperour ti 


- ſpoyled him.ſelfe of all his gloꝛte and honour, and of a 


great part of his dominion, to geue theim to the churche 


of Rome: by aucthozitee wherof the Komaine biſhops 


haue taken vpon theim the impertall veſtementes, maie⸗ 


ſtee, commaundementes and dominion ouer ſome coun- 
treps. 

C Ju deede Laurentius Valla, an excelent learned man, 
and a Komaine boꝛne, hath witten a boke to confound 
this Donacion of Conſtantine, and pꝛoueth vy ſo many reas 


\ ſons, that it hath been feigned by ſome biſhop of later 
tyme than Silueſter, that 3 am perſuaded rather to be⸗ 
leue hym than the Donacion. In effect this Silueſter 
was the kfyꝛſt that pꝛeſcribed a direct oꝛdze of miniſters 


in the churche, and how they ſhoulde be knowen in theyz 


degrees from the highcſt to the loweſt: by whoſe tyme

a 8certaine ozdze fo; the ſolemne conlecration of the No⸗ 
maine biſhops, that befozevſedino pompe at all. 


¶ Julie the fy2ſt contended with the churche of the O⸗ 
rient; partely fo2 the Arrian ſect, but moſt of all koꝛ the 
ſupzemacte of the churche. Foꝛ this Julie was the kyꝛſt 


that claimed the tuheritaunce of Peters keyes, fo: the 


wbiche Comtantius, the ſont pf Conſtantine, baniſhed 
vym out ot Nome . But ere he bad fully been awaie. r. 
monethes the emperour died ; aud than ins he 
from ertle. | 

¶ liberius the firft was dich atter him. who by tbe 
power of the Arriaues, after the counſatle holden at 
Myllaine, was bantſhed,aud Felix the ſecond choſen in 


bis place. But at length though the emperours diſ- 


plealure, Felix was depoſed) and Liberius reſtozed, who 
from that time koꝛwarde fauoured the Arrianes, aud 92. 
depned that euery biſhop ſhould be reſident on his beue⸗ 
kite, and applie him ſelfe to kede his flocke. 

CDamaſus fucceded Liberius; who contented with ra 
ciſinꝰ, one of the decons of the church / that was likewiſe 
elected vnto the biſhopztke . Foz the Komapus at that 
tyme were diuided into ſectes, ſo that a numbꝛe ot either 
ſide were klaine, but kinally Damaſus pzcuatled : and 
Vrciſinus was tonfyned to Naples. 

¶ This Damaſus was afterward! accuſed of adultery $ 


and therfo:e called. 40. biſhops together, and cleryng 


him ſclfe of the cryme\ not onelte puntſhed his accuſers, 


but alſo made a decree} Sub peenatallionis, that none of 


the FEY thenſefoozth wum be atculed: . 
cena 
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Peena tallionis condemneth the accuſcrto the payne of 
the accuſacion, tn caſe he pꝛouet it not. 


C At this tyme lyued ſainct Hierome, that than hadde Dierome; 


newelie tranſlated the bible out of Heb2ue into the las 
tine tonge , and had ſet it fooꝛth to the ediſicacion of the 
churche, whiche bekoze had none other but the. bh tuter> 
p2ctours. 

CSyritius was next biſhop, in whoſe tyme, the ſecte of 
the Manichees cucreaſed muche : of all other moſt pes 


ttileut to our LChuiſttan religion. It beganne thozough 


one Maneph, a perſian boꝛue, who named hym ſelte 
Chꝛiſt, choſe vnto him. 12. apoſtles, repzoucd the olde te⸗ 
ſtament, folowed the new, aud ſaied, that Chꝛiſt had but 
a fantaſticall and a feigued body 2 and with wonders 
gate hym ſuche creadite, that in maner all the eaſt par⸗ 
tees were cozrupted with bis hereſi ies. 

¶ Finally Syritius, to rcfourme this and other lyke ſez 


1 ctes, called a generall counſaile iu Couſtantinople of 
1350. biſhoppes, where theſe opinions were vntucelally 
condemned : though they could not be clerely ertiuguls J 


ſhed maup peres after. 

¶ But becauſe it apperteygueth not to my purpoſe, to 
wꝛite of ſectes aud opinions, ſeyng that tul the time of 
Gregorie the ſeconde, about the pere of our loꝛde. 220. 
the Komaine biſhops trauailed mol in mattiers of relts 
giou, beyug alwaics obedient and tuled by the empe⸗ 
rours without peculict dominion $ J woull paſſe theim 
ouer koꝛ that ſpace.

pꝛocured to rebell againſt him. ie 

By reaſon whereof whan Lultprandus kynge of the 
Lumbardes had beſieged the citee of Rome, the biſhop 
could not foꝛ ſhame requyꝛe ſuccours of the emperour, 
but was faine toſendeto Charles Martell, than beyng 
chiefe ruler tn Fraunce: by whoſe fapꝛe meane and en⸗ 
treatie, the Lumbarde withdzew his ſiege, the rather 
becauſe Charles Martell bad made hym his goſſippe. 
Aud here beganne the fy:ft amitee betwecue the kynges 
of Fraunce and the Komaine churche. 

¶ Zacharie ſucceded Gregoꝛie, who to encreaſe the re⸗

red theim;howe mate J truſt him, that ſo ofte hath bꝛo⸗ 
ken his faith? wherwith Deſiderius toke ſuche diſplea⸗ 


fure, that he inuaded the churches dominion; and tooke 


by force Faenza, Ferrara, Comacchio, Montefeltro, Vr⸗ 
bino, Senegalia, and was come as farre as Spoleti, en⸗ 
tendyngtp goe to Komczh ad not. iii. biſhops mette hym 
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| there with an cxcomunicacion': ; fo? feare wherof he res 


tourned to Pauia without anie moꝛe adoe . But becauſe

Canoſſo, the emperour hym ſelke went barefooted to 


the tewne gates tn the harde froſt and now, to aſke foꝛ⸗ 

gcueneſſe of the biſhop: who foz all that ſtode ſtyfe. iii. 
92 . ti(t. dates ere he woulde aſſoyle bym . At lengthe 
they agreed vpon condicton, that the emperour ſhoulde 


_ obey the biſhops commaundementes. 


¶ Wut the biſhop not yet contented, within a whyle af- 
ter ſo 2 the emperour MEANS that he came to 
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Nome; and was there receiued of the romaſngs, 

Wherkoꝛe Gregoꝛie fled into, Caſtel Angelo, and there 
kepte hym till he was refcued by Robert Guiſcarde, foꝛ 
fcare of whoſe comyng the emperour retyꝛed into Ser⸗ 
manie. Where by the biſhops pꝛocurement the pzinces 


Had elected Radvlphus de Sueuiaempcrour, betweene 
whom and Henry were many blouddy battailes foughs 


ten, and not onely Radulphus him ſelte ſlaine at lengthy 
but alſo the emperours owne ſonne ſo ſuboꝛned, that de 


warred againſt his naturall father; and beſieged hym in 
the towne of Mentz. Heuertheleſſe (muche againſt 


the biſhops will) nature and fricudes wzought a peace 


- bctwene theim at laſt. 


C And though Suiſcarde deliucred this biſhop ont of 


themperours hand! yet he was ſo hatedof the Romai⸗ 
nes, that he durſt not abide in Nome, but went with His 
tfcarde into the realme of Naples. and there died,

(This palcall went into Fraynce to rekomk the difots 
dinate life of the clergie there. 
¶CAtter bis retourne into Italie, he condemned the do⸗ 
pnges ot Henry the. iii. empetout , ſo that whan the em⸗ 
perour him ſelfe was come as far as Sutri, with a great 
'Kmie,the biſhop koꝛbade hym the comyng to Rome, till 
he had pꝛomiſed not to medle with the churche matters: 
and further to cauſe thoſe diſhops that he had made; to 
renounce their biſhopzikes. | 
¶ But whanthe empecourhad kyſſed the biſhops foote 
at the headeof H. Peters ſtaters, and was receiued with 
Colemne pꝛoceſſion into the churche, than he requyzed 
Paſcall to contirme his biſhops who rekuſyng Co to doe, 
he with diuers of his cardinals and pzelat?, were taken 
Cpoyled of their myters and topes, and ſo ledde into the 
armie that late without the titee, and from thenſe-into a 
Ctronge holde, till the biſhop ſo conſented tothe empe⸗ 
cours will,that he not onelp crowned him there, but alſo 
confyzmed his biſhops. How be tt, ſhoꝛtlie after the 
emperours cetourne into Germanic, paſcall called a 
counſaile in Laterano, and reuoked all his doynges to 
the emperour, becauſe they had ben doen thzough come 
pultion and not ot free will. Wherkoꝛe the emperour 
wity a puiſaunt armie retourned to Nome, and tindyng 
that Paſcall was withdꝛawen into Puglia, toꝛ feare of 
_ difpleaſurezhe cauſed him ſelfe tobe crowned a newe by 
the archebiſhop of Barcare, of whom he alſotoke aucto⸗ 
ritee to dilpole the biſhopꝛikes at his plealuſre. 
CAaboute this tyme died the Lounteſſe Matilda, that 
gaue vnto the une of Kome " the kerritozle from 
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the riuer Piſſea and San Quirico vpon the Seneſe, vnto 


Ceperano betwene the Appenine hilles and the ſea,with 
the Feodariſhip of Ferrara. 

¶ Aud in this biſhops tyme was the great viage made 
of the Chꝛiſtiaus into the holy lande, where Hieruſa- 


lem was wonne; and Sodkrep of Boloigne crowned 


kynge. 

¶ Selaſius the . it. ſucceded paſcall by the clergies e⸗ 
lectiou, but the kamtilie ot Frangipani in Rome, which 
were of the imperiall faction, toke hym by fo2ce ; and 
putbym the kyꝛſt nyght in pꝛiſon, but there was ſuche a 


commocion of the people the uerte moꝛuyng that the 
chicteof his enemies was kaine to kyle his keete, and 


to let hym goe. Wherfoze ſhoꝛtlp after the emperour 


came ſo ſoddeinly to Rome, that no man knew thereof, 


till he was in lainct Peters churthe / ſo that the biſhop in⸗ 


tontinentlip fledde, and by boote eſcaped downe Tyber 


vnto Oſtia, and ſo into Fraunce, where he died. Af- 


ter whoſe departure, the emperour created the abouena⸗ 


med biſhoppe of Bracare in his plate, callyng hym Lle- 
mcut : and ſo committpng hym to the pꝛotection ok the 


Frangipani, retourned into Almatgne. 


CLalirt the ſeconde, bekoꝛe archebiſhop of Vienna, was 
elected ſucceſour vuto Belaſtus by the Cardinall{that

Nome, that the clergte there were contented withall.

De crowned Frederike Barbaroſſa emperour, thoughe 
aitcrwardcs he did excommunicate hym. De allo

aud of the tealme of Naples. De ſencrcaſed not 
a litle the Churches territoꝛie, but he was muche hated 
of the Komains koꝛ takyng awaie ot their libertees.

Whcrfo:e the emperour became ſo muche bis ennemie, 
that he was kayne to flee from Rome into Fraunte and 
other regions / to pꝛocurt belpe ot other pzinces, So 
that there happened much bloudde , fyꝛe / and deſtruction 
fo; this mattier manie petes together, 2 

CSome wait, that Alerandet was fo purſued of the 
emperours that ina cookes appatayle he was fapue to 
flee vnknowen, from place to plate : till at late he came 
to Ucnicez and there in a monaſtarie toke a gardeyners 
wages; and ſerued in the kitchty. Where he was dif 
coucred by a pilgrime, and therupon apparailed, and

had geuca bym in Tuſcane: and toke from him alſo the 
Senatour{hip of Nome, takyng the vſe of that office in⸗ 
to his owne handes: and made a lawe, that no pzince 
from thenſfoozth ſhoulde be Senatour of Rome. He 
repulſed the Tzenetian ambaſſadours with foule weoz= 
des, bccauſc of the ſiege that they had laicd to the citce 
of Ancona. HC toke many citees in Flaminia bp fozce 
and pꝛactiſe, and bꝛought theun from obedience ok the 
empcrour to the churches lubiecnnon. He went about 
to make two of bis owne kynne of the houſe of Vrſina 
in Nome kynges the one in Tuſcane, and the othcr in

without any great incident, wooꝛthie to be meucioned: 
excepie that betwene the biſhoppes (afterwarde made 
Patriarkes) of Aquileia, whiche ſtandeth in the maine 
lande: and of Grado, that lieth in the mariſches, there 
was muche warre, ſtrife, and feyghtyug foz theintereſt 
of they: iuriſdictions. 
C Finally in the tyme of Conſtantine the. tilt. akter J⸗ 
talie th2ough diuers warres bad been ſoꝛe afflicted, and 
that from all partes the perſones that were of power 
(toꝛ theyꝛ ſauegarde) fledde thither: tienice encreaſed 
ſo muche, that Luipandro, Duke ot Friuli, either foz

Ancona: whiche dured not longe : foz the biſhoppe of 
Romeentreated the Uenettans, to agree with theim-and 
bꝛeake vp theyꝛ ſiege. 

C Finally this Contarini perteiupug bym ſclfe veraie 


lickely and vnapte to rule the aſtate, did willyngly re⸗ 


nounce it. 

¶ Thau ſucceded Iohn Dandolo, in whoſe tyme the 
water in Tzenice ſwelled ſo hygb⸗ that in maner the citee 
was d2owned : and after that tolowcd a wonderfull 
earthquake. 

CHe alſo fyꝛſt coygned duckates of golde. Aud at 
the requeſt ot Nicolas, than biſhop of Nome, p2eparcd

 CAfter Dandolo, Peter Gradenigo was elected Duke.

Where thei toke Pera, and Caſtello delle foglie vecchie: 
and abode there ſo longe, that the pere folowpng lohn

CThe Genowales this meane while pꝛepared an army 


of . 70. galeys, and vnder their capitaine Lampado c? 
oria, tutred into the Adziatike ſeas, entendyng to come to 
Uenice. But the Uenettan armie (beyng the greateſt 


that euer they made) cauſcd them to retyꝛe: pet metyng 
together vpon the coſte of Dalmatia, they foughte, and 


the Nenetians were diſcomfited, and Andrea Dandolo 


Proueditore taken pꝛiſoner, who ſo muche deſpatred, 


that beatyng his bead agatuſt the galep bozdes,heſlewe 
him leite. And albeit that the loſſe of this armie was 
of great impoꝛtaunte and perpll vnto the Nenettans, pet 


incontinently they renfozced they2 power, and in the 
ſtreict ot Gallipoli, ſometime called Helleſpontus, mette 
with the Senowaies againe, and were there again ouer⸗ 


comen . But the Senowates fo2 all their victoztes 


were lo weried, that they graunted the Tenetians peace, 


and 1aicd warre aſide foꝛ a ſeaſon. 


¶ Tbus the thynges terre of, beyng appeated, their bu⸗ 


ſineſſe at home beganne to awake .. . Fo2 one Marino 


Bocconio conſpired againſt the Duke and Senate, whi⸗ 
che beyng diſcouered, he and dpuers of his complices, 


were put to death betweene the pillers ok. S. Marke. 
¶ The Padoanesbegan than alſo to foꝛtitie at a certain 
place betwene Chiozza, and Albano, called Petabubula, 
whiche was no littell trouble vnto the menctians, fo; 
the tyme,howe beit at length they remedted it. 


¶ Atter this they made out an other armie by (ca vnder 


Belletto Iuſtiniano, who pꝛoſpered muche in Greece. 


Foꝛ after he had ouerronne all thoſe toſtes, he returned 
y"_ with.15 000, pʒiſoners / and with a great ſumme of.

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monty recouered of the Breekiſh emperour, that bekaze 
tym the Nenetians had leute him. Whiche was no 


Cnall coumfozte to the co mmon wealth that longe time 
bad ſufered. 


CSboztely after Clement bilhop of Rome excommuni⸗ 
tated the daenetians, oꝛ aydyug of Azo da Eſte vnto the 


allate of Ferrara, and wꝛote his letters thoꝛoughout all 
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Europe, condemupug theim as enemies of the cyurche, 


aud geupug their gooddes as a laufull pꝛaie vnto all 


men} whiche cauled theim to luſteine great loſTe. 


¶ Belides this Baiamonte Tiepolo, their owne citeſiits 
euteudyng to make him ſelfe lozde of Nenice, enterpꝛiſed 
to aſfaulte the Duke aud Senate in the palaice, where 


- &ftcr muche bloudſhed, at laſte he was clayne, and bis 


parttakers accozdynglie punyſſhedz parte in Tzenicez 
and part at a place there beſides, called Malpaſſo. | 

C Zara about thistyme rebelled agaiue, aud Hoztcile 
after this Duke died. 
Cafter whom ſucceded Marino Giorgio, that lyued. 
but. x. monethes, in whole tyme an armie was made out 
to beſiege Zara. 
C Tban folowed Iohn Soranzo, who recouered Zune 
and bꝛought Noua, Spalato, Trau. aud Sihenzani, towuts 
ot Dal. natia, vnder the Uenctian dominion. 

¶ This meane tyme Fraunces Dandalo, ambaſſadour 
with biſhop Clemente, vſed ſuche humilitee, that Tzentce 


was not onely aſſoiled, but alſo puuileged tobe no moze 


on that wile accurſed. 
C Thelc tyynges kiniched⸗ tbey ceute out. 50 . galleys | 
againſt the Genowales, becauſe they had taken the die⸗ 
netians redes. But aftec het 15 beſieged Pera.

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aud were p2omiled amendes and reſtitution of they? 
goodes, the armie retourned without other expedicton. 

( Than was luſtiniano, that bad been capitatne therof, 
ſent Proueditore into Candia, where with his wyſe⸗ 
dome he quieted the countrey, that beganne to rebell. 

¶ Finally, after the Uenctians bad pꝛeſerued the Pas 
doaues from the furie of Maſtino della Scala; that wold 
aue oppꝛeſled theim this Duke Soranzo died.

Scala, the chiefe whcrof was Maſtino befoze named: 
who chaſyng the Roſsi from Parma, gotte Feltro, Bel» 


luno, and Ceneda, befoze tyme taken vy the ſated Roſsi 


from kyng Johñ ol Boeme, This Maſtino thug 
growyng great, attempted to trouble the Uenettang 
with buildpug of foztreNTes and baſtilions about Petas 
bubula. Wberfore the cyenerians entred in league with

C Than Bartholomeo Brandenigo, ſucceded, tn whoſe | 


tyme, the water in Uenice foꝛ the ſpace of thzee daies, 


did ſwell fourc yardes higher than his wonted courſe ; 
ſo that they thought to haue been all dꝛowned: but at 
laſte ſainct Nicolas, ſainct Geoꝛge, and ſatnet Maze 
came into a pooꝛe fiſſhers bote, and in the mouthe of the 


hauen dꝛowned a ſhippe of diuels that w2ought all this 


miſchieke. Foꝛ pꝛoufe wherof, this pooꝛe kiſſher the 


next mo2nyng after the water teaſed, pꝛeſented vnto the 


Duke and ſenate a golde rynge that ſainct Marke had 
geuen hym. This was taken there foz a myꝛacle, 
though J thinke no man woulde belecue it. 

C The feareof this water was no ſooner ceaſed, but 


newes came, that the Candians rebelled. Wherkoꝛe 
a power lent thither, aſlaulted theim on thꝛee lydes, and 
. the correction of the pzincipall rebelles, reduced

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theim to their koꝛmer obedience. 
C Sboꝛtely atter happened a great dearth of eoꝛne, and 
Gradenigo died. 
 C Than folowed Andrea Dandolo, a man fo; bis wile⸗ 
dome and ciutlitee muche commended of Petrarcha. 
Ju whoſe time Peter Zeno (in company of other Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian pꝛinces) was ſent with an armie againſte the Tur⸗ 
kes whom at the firſte they diſcomtited, and toke Smir- 
na: but atterwardes the Turkes aſſembled againe, and 
with great ſ laughter ouercame the enectans) the Toes 
p2totes,and the Nodianes. 
¶ This Duke procured licence of the kynge of Baby⸗

vnto the kynge ot Hungarie, who beyng come thither 


with. 120500, men, was fought with by the Ucnerians 


diſcomfited;and Fara tecouered. 
This duke oꝛdeined the office of the thzee Audbews, 


fo2 the better erpedicton of matters, becauſe the Auos

be him ſelte wꝛote a wozthie hiſtoꝛie of the Veneti⸗ 

— aſtate and lawes foꝛ the tyme than paſſed. 
¶ He ſeute. vi. ſhippes into Sicilia for cozne,wherof two 
peeriſhed by the waie, the other. iti. releeued the citee in 
their great dearth . After folowed ſuch an earthquake, 
that.ui.o2.int.ſteples, with diuers other buildynges in 


Venice were ſhaken to the earth: and than luche a peſti⸗ 


lence that iu maner gzentce became vopde. Neuer- 
tbeleſſe a newe armie was made out againſt the Seno⸗ 
wates, that fougbt with tbeim at Cariſto beſides Nez 
gropone, 19 888 firne the Genowaies were diſcomf(-

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ted, thau the Nenetians, and thirdelie in Sardegna the 
- Genowates againe : and therby bꝛougbt fo lowe, tbat 

they became lubiectes to lohn Viſconti, atchebiſhop and 
Duke of ggyllaine, who ſente the famouſe Petrarcha 


ambaſradour to Uenice, to obtcine peace foꝛ him and the 


Benowates. But the Uenetians wolde not graunte it. 


Wyherkoꝛe the Viſconti fcnte his armte into Dalmatia, 


ſacked the towues of Faro and Corfu, toke Parenzo in 


Iſtria, and ſpoiled a Nenetian ſhtppe, goyng into Candta, 
of value (vy repozte) of. 800000. duckatcs. 


(bus while the Uenctians fo eaſe of this trouble 
were makyng a leage with thc kyug of Boeme, to bꝛyng 


him agatuft the tziſconti,this Duke Dandolo dicd. 
C Marino Falerio ſucceded bim, tn whoſe daies the com⸗ 
mon wealth lacked littell ot vtter vndoyng. Firſt their 


armie was ſoze diſgomfited by the Senowaies, Pagano 
Doria beyng tapitaine, at Oat Sapientia, deſides 


Morea. After this, the Duke him ſclfe conſptred a⸗ 
ga(uſte the citces libertee, entendyng to make him ſelfe 
abſolute loꝛde therok, by puttyng the nobilitee and er 
nate to death.

But after a certaine (p ace,thinkyng bis res 


warde ouer lit tell in refpecte of ſo great a ſcruice, he las 


mented him ſelte vnto the ſenate, and was ſo impoꝛtu⸗ 
uate, that they not onelie toke from him his fo:cſaicd

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nitee · and made hym a ſkinner againe, as he wasbefo2e; 
C Aficr this Marco Cornaro as Vice Doge, ruted 
foꝛ a certeine ſpace. 

¶ Than lohn Gradenico was elceted Duke, who ſ\cn- 
dyng out. vii. galleis againſt the Genowaies, was oc⸗ 
caſion of the peace, that immediately folowed betwene 
theim. 

C In his time Lewis kyng of Suugatit entred in leage 
with certeine pꝛinces aud nobles of Lumbardie againſt 
the T1cnetians 2 ſo that after he had been befoze Zara, 


Spalato, Trau, and Nona, with other places in Dalma- 


tia: he belieged Treuiſo: durpug whiche liege Grades 
nico died. 

C Than lohn Delfino was choſcn,who being that time 
beſieged within Treuiſo, and aduertiſed of his electi- 


on, requy2ed the kynges ſaucconducteto pate; whiche - 


woulde not begraunted. Wherkoꝛe at laſt in compa» 
ny of ccrteine men of armes, be ſccretly departed, and

the zenctians leutedof theim. Wherkoꝛe kyꝛſt one, 
aud than an other army was ſent thither: whiche with 
muche adooe (by reaſon of the Greekes defence) at laſt 
tecouered it: aud ſo with triumph retourned to Uentce. 
C About this tyme the kyng of £yp2us toke and ſacked

tians bad euer the better, vutill the Carrari had gotten 
in leage the kynge of Bungarie / the Duke of Auſtria, the 
Benowates, and the Patriarke of Aquileia, who on all 
ſides by lande and ſea, oppꝛelled the Uzcnctians ſoꝛe. 
Foz notwithſtandyng that in this meane while, with 
-helpe of the kyng of Lyx2us on the one ſide, they fyꝛſte 
dilcomkited Andronico ſonne of the empetour Caloi⸗ 
anni with the Greekes in the Jile of Tenedo, and after 
that diuers of the Genowaies by ſca . And than on the 
tother ſide with the helpe of Bernabo Viſconti, by lande 
diſcomfited the Carraro vn the Padoan territozie,with 
gettyng ot ſome townes: pet foꝛtune tourned ſo againſt 
theim, that at Pola they loſt . xv. galleis at one tyme, 
and by littell and littell loſte Vmago, Grado, Caorle,

Inſomuche, that they ſent 
a blanke Charter vnto Peter Doꝛia, than capitaine of

dyuers foztunc, and at laſt ſlew theyz capitaine befoze- 
named, recouered Chiozza thzough famine; and toke 
$0-, Padoan botes, with.

And than leaupng Iſtria in gouernaunce of the Patri⸗ 
arke of Aquileia, retourned againe to attempte the gets 
tyng of Brondolo and Chiozza . But findpng the 
paſſages cloſed againſt theim, they made towardes Pi⸗ 
rano and Parenzo, dooyng they? beſt to gette theim 2 
wherin thei p2cuailed not, and ſo at laſt withdzew them

the opinion of the biſhop of Nebio (that perticularly 
- w2ote the Cbꝛonicle therof) J thikeit to be of ſuche an⸗ 
tiquitee, that neither the tyme of koundacion, noz pet the 
authour therof can well be knowen . As ko: the name, 


it is not vnlpke, but that (becauſe it is the verateentris 


trom the ſeas vnto Lumbardie) it was fy20e called [2s 


nua (a gate 02 duoꝛe) and afterwardes coꝛruptely Ges 


noa. But how oz wan it was builded, 02 foz whae 


cauſe it was ſo named, thts is tlecre, that in the Ko⸗ 


maines tyme, almoſt.

¶ The like wherof with rather the moe is to be ſated 
of the ggplancſe gentilwomen, who in cumptuouſe ap⸗ 
paratle mate compare with the beſt: ſpecially in the oꝛ⸗ 
namentes of theyꝛ Chariottes, with coueringes of cloth

S T tute and diuers other authoꝛs write, the pere 
befoꝛe the compng of Chꝛiſt. 259. from the edt⸗ 
"ficacion ot Rome. 460. aud from the veginnpug 
ot the wozlde. 4860. in the tyme of ATaere, otherwiſe 
called Cirus and Longimanus, ſoune of xerſes, aud 
nephew to Dario kynges of Perſie: The citee ok py⸗ 
laine was rather augmented than newly built by cer⸗ 
.Faine frenchemen called Senoni o2 Inſubrij, people of 
low Bꝛit aine, now called Temans, where likewple is a 
towne called MHyllaine. Theſe were the krenthemen 
that kyꝛſt raſſed the mountaines and lettied them ſeltes 
in n that atterwardes went vnder the lea⸗ 
i dpug 
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dpng of Pꝛennt to Rome, butued the eite, and befleged 
the Campicoglio,though at laſt they were diſcomfited. 


CFinally in pzocclre of tyme beeyng becomen Opla⸗ 


neſe, and made ſubiectes to the Komaines, Amilcare 
. thc Atkricane at his tompng into Jtaly,perſuaded theim 


to rebe11 $ wherkoꝛe they were foughten with and twiſe 
oucrthzowen 2 fit ſte vy Furio the Pretor, and after by 
Claudio M arcello, who in the later conflict ſlew gg ago 
bother ot Panniball, with.

tall the ſonnes of Bernabo to the Douchr, who cntoted 
the ſame bntill that Philippo maria recouered the domt⸗ 


nion and dꝛiuing them out mette with one of them called 
Neſtore in a ſkirmiſh,and ſlew him. 


C Tobis Philippo was firſt loꝛde of Pauia, and had mas 
riled Bcattice the doughter oꝛ (as other ſap) ſomcttme 
wike of Fazino Cane della Scala: foz none intente but 


- 'becauſe ſhe was enheritour of many kapꝛe lozdeſhippes 


$cyonde the Po and had alſo verie muche money. 
By mcane wherof ſleayng Crabrino loꝛde ot Verona he 
gatte that cite to bim ſelfe. 

De was conſtrcigned to pelde Bologna, Farli, and 
Imola to the biſhop of Rome. - Neuertheleſlc he gatte 
Genoa, though aftcrwardes he loſte tt againe. _ 

C be lxkewyſe toke Bella, whyche beyng recoucred a 
gainſt him by the Uenectians, cauſed betwene them verte 
longe and cruell warte. Wherin on the Uenettai ſide 
were capitaines Franceſco Carmignuola,Giouanni Ma- 
lauolta, Gianfranceſco Gonzaga, and Nanni Strozzi, a 
Flozcntine knight. And on the ſide ot Philippo againſt 
tbe denetians were Franceſco Sforza, Agnola da Per- 
goletto, the one and other Nicolo Guerriero and Picei- 


nino, and one Fierauante da Perugia: with the heipe alſo 
ok Alfonſo kynge ot Naples, who beyng befoze tyme 


Pant N to ee by che Senowales, and by 
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hom refto2ed to libertee : tyke a faythfull friende (fo2 
__ agrcat wople after) {uccoured hym in all his buſinelTe, 
C Thus whan ÞPbllippo had finpſhed the enterpꝛiſe a⸗ 
gainſte the UYenetians, and by meane of thoſe bis capi⸗ 
tatnes gotten Piacenza, Como and Lodi, he made the 
Marques of Monferrato ſo afcardc of dym, that wyl⸗ 
lrngiy be yelded vnto Philippo's yand! Vercelli, Alex. | 
andria, and Ate. And Nicolo da Eſte ot Ferrara, came 
_ to viſite hym;renderyng Parma, that betoꝛe had ben ta⸗ 
ken from Ottone, and knowlageyng hym ſclfeto volde 
the citee of Reggio in tee of Philippo. | 
The citeee of Flozence fearyng the power of this man; 
entred in leage with the Tzenettans, whoſe two armics 
vntted togethers were foughten withall by ccrtaiue of 
Philippo's capitaines, in the Countie ot Faenza, and 
there oucrcomen. 
C Notwithſtanding that tbe ſame vietozy was of much 
leſle impoꝛtaunce, than that whiche the noble Floꝛentine 
Coſmo di Medici obteigned inthe plaine of Anghiari 
againſt the army of Philippo, ledde by Nicolo Piccinis 
No, towardes the Floꝛentine damage ::fo2 the whiche 
victozy Coſmo at bis retourne to Flozence was called 
father of his countrcy. 
¶ Wut koꝛ all thatthoſe warres had neuer ende as long 
as Philippo liued: who finally fell out with the koꝛe⸗ 
named Alfonſe kyng of Naples, and by foꝛte reſtozcd 
the Queene Giouanna to hir poſſeMon. 
C He recetued into aggyltaine Martine the. v. biſhoppe 
of Rome, as he retourned from the counſaile of Cons» 
— ce; and mar ied his daughter Bianca vnto F = 
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CF ally findyng hym keit e fallen in great aduerſitee, 
what thozoughe blindenelle that toke bym in his age, 
what thꝛougb the loſe of Genoa; and what though the 

- diſcoumfiture of bis armie at Caſale Maggiore: Ju 
folowpng the victozie wherof the Uenetians had alrea⸗ 
die paſſed the riuer of Adda, and fcoured the countrey 
Even to the gates of Myllaine: he atlaſt a little befoze 
bis deathe, bequethed his aſtate by teſtamente vnto the 
kynge Alfonſo, as to one the deereſt friende he had. 

C This Philippo had ben a pꝛince of a ſubtill nature, 
wittie, a louer of trauaile, couetouſe to learne and to 
haue, and yet liberall in geuyug , eaſie of pardonpng but 
ſulpitciouſe out ot meaſure,and ſo light of credence, that 
many tymes he w2ongefully rtdde out of the-wate the 
deereſt friendes he had. Wberok it folowed, that in 


his moſt buſineſſe he founde him ſelte vtterly habaudos ... | 


ned: leaupng the ſtate of Myllainetn maner naked. 
Foz the Duke ot Oꝛlieus in the right of his wyke Vas 
lentina, daughter of Giangaleazo, enfozced hym ſelte to 
atteine the poſſ:(ion , whiche the empcrour Federico 
fox his parte in titell of the empyze denyed. 
| But Franceſco Sforza, as ſooune in lawe of the deade 
Philippo, withſtode theim bothe : tuſomuche that tho- 
ough this rumour the Mylaneſe rent the teſtament in 
| peeces and toke ou theim they? libertee, electyng. xii. 
men to diuiſe oꝛder toꝛ the gouernaunce of theyꝛ citees: 


| whervato they had tbe helpe of Carlo Gonzaga, who 
| bepng lately departed from the campe of Sforza, was 
pꝛeſtut in Mylaine the ſame time. And (0 the new offis 
cets bepug oꝛdemed, there were many of thoſe nobles 
8 lame, hat were knowen kauourable to the part of F 58 
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ceſco, whoſe power # courage the ggylaneſe keared myo 


the moꝛe than the puiſlance of France, oꝛ of thempcrour. 
The father of this Franceſco, named Mutio, was 
do2ne velydes the caſtell of Cotignuola: and folowpng 
the warres fp2lt lerued the ſouldtours with cariyng of 
woodde and water. Than gettyng a little with ſackyng 
here and there, became ſo ſtronge and hardie, that many 
tymes he would by koꝛce take the bootie from his owne 
companions) and therkoꝛe was called Sfozza.

C Than was this Franceſco hts tonne kyꝛſt waged of 
' the foꝛenamed Queene, and after of the Uenettans,than 
of Philipp o, and after Philippo of the Mylaneſe az 
gainſt the Uzenctians, and laſtely of che Uenetians az 
gainſt the @ylaneſe. In all whiche doynges as well 


in the realme, as in Lumbardie, he cuermoze ſhewed 


great p2ouffes of his weꝛtbineſle: and at laſt with yelpe

Who not longe after (ſtablichyng the thynges of ggy=« 
laiue at his pleaſure) made warre to kynge Alfonſo,and 
to the Uenetiaus botbe : in whiche warres he was ſer- 
ned of theſe valiaunt capitaines, Tiberio Brandolino, 
Nicolo Guerriero, Dolce dell Anguillara, Carlo di Ci- 


po Baſſo, and lacopo Piccinino: whiche Iacopo was 
pꝛompſed to baue to wyte bis daughter Druſiana, ves 


toꝛe tyme maried vnto lano Fregoſo Duke of Senos. 
Dow beit, the Duke Franceſco aftcrwardes for ſulpi- 


tion cauſed this lacopo to be Claine. 


¶ Aboutes the ſame tyme, whyleſt Eugenio bithoppe of 
Nome was occupied at the counſaile ot᷑ Baſtle, Franceſ⸗ 


co (as his enemie) attempted to take the ſtate of Marca 


ttom hym. Aud there kept warre longe tyme with 
 Eyuge Alfonſo, whom the Caied biſhop had ſent thither 


agaluſt bym : where they ſate Franceſco was defied by 
Nicolo Piccinino, and beyng chalenged to feight hande 


to hande, would. in no wyſe accept it. That notwith⸗ 
ſtandyng be was vudoubtedly a wozthie man of armes, 


the moſt happie and valiaunt of all other in his tyme. 

Foꝛ iu thoſe. rvt. pexes/ that he reigned Duke, he in 
maner extiuguilſhed the ſedicion of the parties of Guel⸗ 
ti and Bhibellint: inſomuche that the 5cnowates kal⸗ 
len in diſcoꝛde amongeſt theim ſelkes, ſceyng the good 
gouernaunce of this Duke Franceſco, with the loupng 
eutex teinemeut of his ſubiectes,willingly embzaced bim 


koꝛ tyepꝛ loꝛde. De loued muche Coſmo di Medici ot 


Flozcuce, by whoſe belpe and counſaile it is thought be 
volpered not a little in the beginnyng of bis aſtatc: (e- 


+ rug that Coſmo (alone as he was made Duke) ſent 
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ambatſadours vnto hym / reioyſpng at his pꝛoſperitee. 
Foz the friendfhip wherof Franceſco afterwardes ſucs 
coured Piero di Medici in the coniuracion made again 
bym by. Luca Pitti, whom Borſo Duke ot Ferrara fa⸗ 
uoured. 


C This Duke Franceſco reedlt ied the little Foꝛte G the 


Laſtel1 ot ggyllaine, called Sioue, and bullded many 
dcuoute places. NeuerthelcſTe tn his age he was tome ⸗ 
what blamed fo? his diſo2dinate loue to women, moe 
thau his aſtate, his age, aud bis Ir vertues did al⸗ 
lowe. 

¶ Finally finiſſhyng the courſe of this lite, he lefte (by 


his wife Bianca). v. ſons Baleazo,Lodoutco, ſurnamed 
Moro, Aſcanio, Philippo, Ottauiano, and a daughter 
named Hippolita Maria that atterwatdes, was matied 


to Alfonſo Duke of Calabꝛia. 


¶ Wen Galeazo beyng iu the warres in France with « 


kynge Lewys, heard of his fathers death, he retourned 
to Bpllaine : where he was recetued as Duke. And 
all beit, he was erxcrt in armes, yet did he neuer ſhew 
any honourable pꝛouffe thereof : as he that entred in⸗ 
to an aſtate duermuche wealthte and quiete. And 
becauſe he had ſo muche felicitee, that ye thought it im⸗ 
- pcCible euer to decate/ be ſet ſo little by men and by ver⸗ 
tue/ that many of bis owne citeſins and ſeruauntes ha- 
\ tidhim. Aud thei whom he fauourcd moſt conſpy2ed 
hie death and ſlew yym. The pꝛincipall woe rot was 


due Gianandrea Lampugnano, hat with his 0wne han⸗

hym a great dealemoze than many of his pzedeceſfours;

| CFinally,whan Galeazo was deade,to the entente that

CThts Moꝛo was a wittie man, ot veray gooo diſpoſi⸗ 

cion, aud one that delited muche in the adminiſtracion ok 
tuſtice, in peintyng,aud in cunnyng men. 

(In the beginnyng ot vis aſtate be entred in amytee | 
with the Floꝛentines, the Seneſe, the Bolognieſe, with

dobrandino, and Azo: the fyꝛſte eutted in poſſeſſions, 
and liuyug but a ſhoꝛt ſpace, lefte the aſtate vnto AZO 
the ſeconde his younger bꝛother. 


(T This Azo was dꝛiuen out of it by Federike the em⸗ 


perour, and one Salinguerra put there in his place: its 


ſomuche that Azo fo2 ſuccour reſo2ted vnto a certaine 
Ferrareſe named Gregorio Montelungo, bepng at that 
tyme Rompſh legate in the citee of Bologna: by whoſe-

At whiche time (by reaſon of the vartaunce 


was newiy boꝛne, and nampng it ee it to de 


betwene biſhop Clement of Rome. and the emperour 


Lewis of Sauarie, who to make their parties ſtronge, 


made diuers new loꝛdes tn Italy) Galaſſo di Montefel, 
tro was made vicare foꝛ the emperour in the citees of 
Urbine and Eugenio, agatuſt the viſhop of Rome and his 


adherentes: in whiche his ſucceſſion continued enheti⸗ 


tours vnto the pete. 1444. that Federike, after made 


Duke obteigned the aſtate . The occaſion wherot wag, 


that Guido Conte di Vrbino, bauyng no betre male by 
bis firſte wife, keigned, that he had gotten a Concubine 
with childe, and fo fecretly toke the ſonne of his nere 
kinneſman Bernardino della Corda, whiche euen than 


wourithed as his owne,

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C Notlonge akter bis wife died, and mariyng agapne, 
engendꝛed a ſonne named Oddo, who in deede ſucceded Odds, 
the father in his aſtate. But he was fo viciouſe of li⸗ 77. 
uyng/ and ſo buſie with geutilmens wies, that in a ſo⸗ 
dein rumour of the people, be was (lainezand a Pꝛotono⸗ 
tary,talled Carpeſiano with him. 
¶ W herupon this Federike the putatiue tonne, by the Federico. 
whole voice of the people was eected their pꝛinte: who +++» 
in bis youthe had ben veric well bzought vp, ſpectally. 
in feates of atmes, in the exerciſe wherot he loſe one of 
bits eyes. f 
¶ This Federike was not onely vallaunt e but alto verie- 
well learned, and ſo happtea man, that in bis tyme he 
was generall of. viii. feuerall ermies, and died capitaine 
of the Menetiaus armie in the ficlde before Ferrara. 
.C The biſhop of Rome fo2 bis wozthinclle made hym 
Duke, the kyng of Englande not onely gaue him money, 
but al ſo made hym of the garter. Fox whiche turteſy 
all Engliſhe men baue a certaine pꝛiuilege of kreedome 
in his dominion, and the Frenche kyng made him alſo of 
his 02der . Beſides that, tbere was none aſtate in Italy, 
but that at one tyme oꝛ other pꝛelented hym with ſome 
woꝛtby gifte.

tro, that had reigned in Urbine the ſpace ok. 157. peres. 


C Valentino Borgia helde it but a verie ſmalle ſpace, 


{oz ſhoztly after bis athers death ulie the ſeconde bi⸗ 
ſhop of Nome perſecuted him, aud bought the houſe of 


Borgia to naugbtes: and chervpon gaue the aſtate ok 


Urbine to his nephiew Franceſco Maria Prefettino dels 
la Rouere : whom he created Duke there. 

¶ This Franceſco Maria was a verie wiſe and valiant 
pzince,notbing inter iour to Federike befozenamed: who 
reigned not fully . x. yeres but Leo the x. that ſucs 
ceded Julie the. ii. made a puiſſaunt armie, and erpuls 
ſed him out ot his aſtate, and raſed the walles of the ci⸗ 


tee eucu to the earth. Whetvpon he eſtabliſhed his 


nephiew luliano di Medici Duke in his place, and afs 
ter his death (foꝛ he liued but a while ) bis bꝛotber Laus 
rence di Medici: who continued in the ſame; till Adꝛi⸗ 
an the. vi. that ſucteded Leo, erpulſed him, and reſtoꝛed 
the allate vnto Franceſco Maria, that euioyed tt till he 
died, the ſpace of, xvi. Peres in lo great reputacton, that 
| 5 all lan- 
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all p2inces and attates of Italie loued and hono2ed him: 
and the greateſt of them were glad to enter teine hym for 
their generall in the warres. Wye rin he gatte infinite 
ſummes of money . But he was ſo great a builder and 
ſo libetall vnto his ſouldioursz that whan be died, be 
lette no kynde of money in his coffers. 

¶ Vy his life tyme he builded the palaice beſides Peſa⸗ 
ro, called Imperiale, and foztified the citee of Peſaro, 
and the caſtel there with diuers other goodly buildpuge; 
and gatte Katherine daugyter and bepꝛe to the Duke of 


Camcrine to be maricd vnto his ſonne Guido Vbaldo, 


that now ltueth . Ju whole right he entoped that aſtate 
duryng the fathers lyfe. 

CACſoone as Franceſco Maria was dead, Paule the 
tit. now biſhop of Rome, ſeyng this Duke that now ly⸗ 
ueth a younge man, without moncy 92 great friendes, 
made ſo great a power agaiuſt him, that foꝛ feare to loſe 
the whole, he was conteute foz a little money and ſome 


other ſmall recompentes; to pelde to the biſhoppe the a⸗ 


ſtate of Lanerine ; whi "no the biſhop bitherto eniopeth. 


meanes to marte bis neece to the ſame Duke: wherat 
many men meruatle not a little. 

(C Finally this Duke Guido V baldo is general! ouer 
all the tzenettans landes, townes, and foztreſſes, and 
hath of theim. 1-000. crownes annuttee. But hitherto 


be hath had none occaſion ot triallin the watres. He is 


meane of ſtature, hard of fauour , and very graue iu coun⸗ 
tinaunce. And though de be well learned, his wpſedome 
hath had no great triall as pet, but men truſt he woll 
pꝛoue as vertuouſe as his pꝛedeceſſouts.
